This article permits the expulsion of all 


pernicious foreigners. 

Some persons on the train had suggested 
to Desmond that Kratz would probably be 
expelied under this article. 


Desmond Rushed 
the Peon Crowd. 
The train arrived there at noon and Des- 
mond impatient of any delay rushed 


through the lane formed by the throng of 
bianketted peons from the train through 
the station and into the calle San Fran- 
cisco, and jumping into a coach called to

Jesse Reaves came all the way from 
Vicksburg; Miss., to St. Louis to look for 
a leg. It took him a month to get here, 
but he got here, and here he will stick 
and grow up with the World's Fair city 
and be either a doctor or a lawyer, just 
as g00d as anyone who has two whole pegs 


to stand on. 

Jesse is only 13 years old, but he is ag 
full of sana awa rooster’s craw. He isnt 
pleasing voice and a bright eye, and one 
can tell by the way he pounds the floor 
with his wooden leg when he walks that 
he has all the grit of a Kliondiker. 

He was atl right until three years ago, 
when a horse ran away with him and broke 
his right leg below the knee. The doctor

The suspicion born in my mind during the 
Desmond imerview with Senor Anaya that 
the Guadalajara authorities, from Gov.

This official dwelt at length upon the 
rights of prisoners. He spoke most feeling- 
ly of Senor Kratz’s declarations of ifn- 
nocence. He cited the case of a Mexican 
official, @ mame not mentioned, who was 
once sentenced to five years in the pen- 
itentiary because he delivered a fugitive to 
I'nited States officers without a requisition. 
He called attention to the deplorable fact 
that Deans had no requisition papers.

They 
gave no thought to the question of extradi- 
tion at that time. Now that they know 
Kratz cannot be extradited they fear dam- 
age suits by Kratz and possible officia) de- 
capitation for false imprisonment of a 
foreigner. : 

The local idea of Kratz’s offense gained 
from the reward circular was that Kratz 
actually stole $60,000. Bribery, as_ alleged 
against Kratz in the indictment, does not 
seem such a heinous offense here. 

It is the opinion of all Americans and 

exicans with whom I 

ratz will be released; that he will not be 
expelled from the country and that he may 
end his days here in safe:y, if not in honor, 
if he so elects. 

I was with Desmond during all of his of- 
ficial interviews, and it is my own conclu- 
sion that Gov.

Fred W. Lehmann Pays 
$280,000 for it. 


BOND FOR $100,000 REFUSED 


THE AUCTION WAS HELD EARLY 
WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


The St. Louis Exposition building was 
sold at public auction Wednesday afternoon 
at 2:0 o'clock, from the east door of the 
courthouse, for. $280,000, Frederick W. Leh- 
mann purchasing the property for, the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. 

Up to 2 o’clock Willlam J. Atkinson and 
other members of the Exposition company 
made a fight to prevent *hé sale, but at the 
last moment/their resources failed and the 
auction proceeded. 

The sale was forced by the bondholders 
who. were surety for a mortgage of $150,000 
on the property. They mever had been able 
to colect on «heir bonds with the exception 
of $10,000. 

Tuesday Mr. Atkinson sought an injunc- 
tién to’ prevent the sale. Judge Zachritz 
gave him and his associates until 12 o'clock 
Wednesday to file &@ bond of $100,000 in the

Church People Don’t Want to 
Be Compelled to Submit. 


MEMORIAL TO THE- DELEGATES 


“PROPOSED COMPULSORY MEAS- 
URE AN INFRACTION ON PER- 
SONAL LIBERTY.” 


Rev. Mr. Peck of the Church of Spir- 
itual Unity Claims Little or No 
Benefit Is Derived From 
Vaccination. 


The congregation of the church of Spirit- 
ual Unity has passed unanimously the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Whereas, It is reported that the pase- 
age of a bill for the compulsory vaccina- 
tion of all residents of the city of St. Louls 
to be urged upon the House of Delegates 


in the near future; and whereas, 

‘‘The members of the medical profession 
and others who have given much investi- 
gation to the subject are hopelessly di- 
vided in opinion regarding the utility of 
vaccination, many holding that it is totally 
unreliable as a preventive and te fraught 
with the gravest dangers of life; therefore, 


be it 
“Resolved, That the proposed measure 
is an infraction of the personal liberty and. 
constitutional righte of the people, and we 
respectfully request of your’ honorable 
body the privilege of a hearing through an 
accredited representative at the proper 
time, in opposition thereto.” 
Rev. Mr. Peck made this statement to 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning: 
“We are not fighting vaccination rticu- 
larly. but we are against having it made 
compulsory. I hold that there is little or 
no nefit derived from vaccination and 
that the dangers from other diseases such 
as ecrofuia and consumption are greatly 
increased and their spread made morc 


easily possible. 

“T was vaccinated hw ago myself. It 
‘took’ beautifully and before the arm was 
healed I had smallpox. A sistem and a 
brother contracted it from me. Our broth- 
er 4ied, yet he and the girl were inocu- 
lated. Then my sister’s husband and three 
children contracted the disease. The man 
and one child recovered. Following that 
two brothers of my sister’s husband were 
stricken. Both recovered, but one is bad- 
ly marked 
“All we ask is that we be permitted to 
be vaccinated if we want to and if we 
don't want to we won't be made to.”’ 
Health Commissioner M. C. Starkloff told 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday afternoon 
that the much-talked-of compulsory vacci- 
mation measure had not yet been drafted 
and that he did not know that it would.be,

TONGUE OF THE BEEF TRUST 


Here are the definitions of some of the 
terms used in the language of the Beef 
Trust: 

ARBITRATOR—One who fixes prices on 
meats for all packing firms in a city and 
imposes fines on firme violating the e¢ale. 

REBATE—A #ecret return of money or 
gitt of extra meat by packing salesmen to 
retallers. 

c. O. D. LIST—A roll of delinquent cus- 
tomers of each packing firm, who are re- 
fused credit by all other members of the 
combine. 

CONCESSIONS—The privilege granted by 
the arbitrator to the packer of selling stale 
or partially spoiled meat below the fixed 
rate.
